The inventions according to claims indicated below in the 
present application are unpatentable under section 29 15 of the 
Patent Law on the grounds that the inventions are considered the 
same as the inventions described in the specifications and the 
drawings originally attached to the requests of applications, 
indicated below, which were filed before, and disclosed after, the 
filing date of the present application and that the inventor of the 
present application is not considered to be the inventor of each 
cited application, and at the time of the filing of the present 
application, the applicant is not considered to be the applicant of 
each cited application. 

2. The inventions according to claims indicated below in the 
present application are unpatentable under Section 29 (2) of the 
Patent Law, as being such that the inventions could easily have 
been made by a person with ordinary skill in the art to which the 
inventions pertain, on the basis of the inventions described in 
publications, indicated below, distributed in Japan or a foreign 
country prior to the present application.

Reference 1 is applicable to claims 1 to 6. 
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Reference 1 (see, especially paragraphs [0155] to [0179] and FIGS. 19 
to 23) discloses a technique wherein in a recording medium having a data area 
where a transport packet coded in the MPEG format is recorded and an area 
where a PCR map is recorded as an access map, the data area stores the 
contents of the transport packet in the format of a VOB comprising at least one 
block, and the PCR map stores a flag for indicating whether data of an I picture 
is stored or not, and a technique wherein at the time of special reproduction, 
only an I picture is reproduced in accordance with the PCR map. It discloses 
the same invention as claims 1 to 6.

• Claims 1 to 6 

References 2 and 3 are applicable to claims 1 to 6. 

Reference 2 discloses a technique wherein a transport packet coded in 
the MPEG format is recorded, and sector addresses on a disk and table data 
each indicating the presence or absence of an I picture are recorded in a TOC 
area or a directory area as management information, and at the time of high- 
speed reproduction, I pictures are successively reproduced and output based 

on the table data. 

When the invention disclosed in reference 2 is compared with the 
inventions according to claims 1 to 6, it is judged that the invention disclosed in 
reference 2 is different from the inventions according to claims 1 to 6 as follows: 
in the invention disclosed in reference 2, whether access can be performed or 
not is managed in units of one sector, whereas in the inventions according to 
claims 1 to 6, whether access can be performed or not is managed in units of 
one data object unit. 
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However, reference 3 (see, especially paragraph [0060] and FIG. 9) 
discloses a technique of providing a DSI packet wherein in the case where an I- 
Picture is present in a VOBU, its end address is recorded, and in the case 
where it is not present, "0" is recorded, i.e., a technique of managing whether an 
|-Picture which can be accessed is recorded or not in units of one VOBU. 

It is not recognized that it is greatly difficult that references 2 and 3 
belonging to the technical field of disk devices are combined to achieve the 
following: management of whether access can be performed or not, which is 
disclosed in reference 2, is set to be carried out in units of one data object unit.
